on ‘airline currency’ 
Trial for ‘Unit of Vaiue’ 


PARIS (AP). — Major airlines of 
the world have agreed in principle 
to 8 new accounting unit that would 
eventually replace the unstable 
dollar and pound sterling in setting 
international traffic fares. 

A week-long traffic conference of 
the International Alr Transport As- 
sociation (IATA) sald In a com- 
munique yesterday that a majority 
of the 73 airlines attending ap- 
proved of the plan. 

"But the delegates found that the 
dramatic transition from the tradi- 
tional system and the complexity 
of implementation would require 
further refinement and study before 
the plan could be finalized,” the 
communique said. 

Computer studies and dry runs 
are to be carried out to compare 
the present system and the pro- 
posed one. The results are to be 
studied at another LATA conference 
next year. 

The new accounting unit would 
be called the IATA Unit of Value 
tYUV) and would be designed to 
promote stability in air traffic 
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[|tne central negotiating 


transactions the establish- 
ment of a new international mone- 
tary system. 


Scheduled atriines now set their 
ticket prices in dollars or pounds 
sterling, These are then converted 
into the local currencies of any 
country where they are sold. 

IATA fares are still calculated 
at ex rates prevailing be- 
fore the current devaluation and 
slide of the dollar and pound. The 
drop in market value of the two 
currencies have created problems in 
the exchange of ticketa between 
airlines. 

Tt has also opened a door for 
buying cheap tickets, People armed 
with hard currencies — those that 
have overtaken the dollar in 
strength -—- can buy wcketa from 
countries where they are sold in 
soft currencies at substantial sav- 
ings.

WALDHEIM IN SYRIA TODAY 


Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 

‘U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim will arrive todey in 
Damascus on the first leg of ἃ 
Middle East tour which will also 
include Lebanon, Jordan, israel and 
Egypt. 

The exact itinerary of Dr. Wald- 
helm’s visit hag not been disclosed 
although he is expected to go from 
Syria to Lebanon and Jordan, Dr. 
Waldheim is scheduled to arrive in 
Jerusalem on Thursday morning. 

‘The duration of hig stay here has 
not deen determined but all indica- 
tions were that the visit would last 
for just over 30 hours, with the 
Secretary-General meeting with 
Premier Golda Metr on Thursday 
afterncon following luncheon and 
with Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
in the evening. 

Official sources in Jerusalem last 
night said that Or. Waldheim will 
begin his visit in Jerusalem with a 
courtesy call on President Ephraim 
Katzlr.

FEARS OVER SOVIET ARSENAL 


US. may 


go in for 


bigger missiles 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
may halt production of its Minute- 
man missiles and build a larger, 
more powerful new ICBM if it can- 
not bring about significant cuts in 
the Soviet muciear arsenal at the 
Strategic Amns Limitation Talks 
(Salt). 


Such a move, which could lead to 
renewal of the arms race, is one 
of several alternatives open to U.S. 
Defence if Salt fails to produce 
what the Americans regard as a 
true nuclear balance between the 
super-powers. 


Other options include: 
Developing a mobile land-based 
ICBM force to provide a much more 
difficult target in event of attack. 
No such missile exists in the U.S. 
arsenal. 


Increasing the firepower of each 
Minuteman It to six or seven hy- 
drogen bombs capable of being 
aimed at separate targets. The pre- 
sent Minuteman II warhead car- 
ries three such bombs, each with 
an explosive force of about 222 
kilotons, equals to 200,000 tons of 
INT. 


Beside the threat of a new esca- 
Jation in the arms posed, by the al- 
ternatives to a negotiated agree- 
ment, there are serious questions 


whether the public and - 
tired of war and eager to dive 
spending to domestic needs—would 
support the vast cost of a new nu- 
clear build-up. 

But officials here believe they 
must consider the alternatives none- 
theless, because of Russia's recent 
breakthroughin multi-warhead tech- 
nology and because of doubt about 
Russian willingness to negotiate 
away any part of their arsenal 

The interim Soviet-American nu- 
clear agreement ‘which President 
Nixon signed in Moscow last year 
took account of the technological 
superiority of U.S. warheads and 
the superior number of missiles al- 
lowed the Soviet Union. “ 

U.S. officials believe this interim 
balance would be unacceptable if 
Russia kept ail its missiles and 
armed them with up to six war- 
heads each, threatening U.S. Mi- 
nuteman survival. ‘ 


U.S. cfficials are known to believe 
they have two or three years to 
watch Soviet development before 
they must make any final decisions 
on new missile needs. In the mean- 
time, the Minuteman TI production
